As by the 
way of paſtime, J hane done from a Welſhmans mouth,though 
J vnderſfed no wo2de thereof,and dfd reade it againe to him,and 
dfaers others of that language , ſo as one amongſt them ( which 
knew me not)ſayde vnto the reſt in Welſh, that J coulde ſpeake 
Welſh ſo well as he. But the reſt knowing the contrary, laugh- 
ing tolde me what he ſapde , whom J fo2thwith certified , that J 
did tt;,by art 02dcr and certatne knowledge what J did wztte,and. 
not by anp acquaintance wtth the torigue . The like haue Jdone 
of the Jrtſhe,and map as caſily doe ofthe Barbarian, oz Ruſſian 
fpeaches,02 any other ſo ſfrannge as thep,hearing them diſfina- 
ly ſpoken. Ard though J vſe not their letters oz maner of wzt- 
ting,J would well hope ſo fo wzite, as at any time thereafter ſee- 
ing it,] ſhould be abte to reade and pzonounce it againe, euen as 
bethat 3 beard (t of, ſpake it vnto me. And J haue of late expert- 


mented -

mented and pzoned the certaintie and p2ofite,in the eaſe and rea- 
dineſle of the ſapde newe maner of teaching, to the comfozt of di- 
uers which are extant andliuing , to certifie ſuch as mape doubt 
therof;and ſo the ſame ts molt p;ofitable fo2 ſuch as can not read, 
and are otherwiſe out of al hope ener to be able to attain to read, 
Pet J w2ote mp ſayde Treatiſe foz the learned ſozt to conſider 
of,to pzoue what they woulde like oz. miſlike thercof: and finding 
that few hane thought it wozth thetr labour to reade, and fewer, 
pet ſome ſuch as to their learning are of greater experience 4 ac- 
quatntance with þ vulgare tongues ofour Southerlp ncighbozs, 
hane ſounded it ſo deepelp as to fozeſee the commodity which map 
come bp the renuing , and haue wiſhed the meanes were dcuiſed 
and put in execution,foz the general vſe therof : which they them- 
ſclues could not begin, ercept thep knew others (to whome thep 
might wzite)were in likewiſe perfite thercin . And the other ſozt 
finding themſclues ſerued, haue no regarde to the multitude, li- 
ning no2 fo: to come. At is manifeſk that no pztuate man, oz anp 
one p:ofeſſion of men,epther of the Uiniuerſities, o of the Jnnes 
of Court, oz of Parchaunts, oz Scriueners, are able vpon a (0- 
daine tochaunge a peoples manner of wziting , no moze than of 
their ſpeaking: and pct time and occaſions haue done both, and 
that much in England within theſe few hundzeds of pcares.Und 
ifa certaintie,o2der,and reaſon map bp erpcrience be found to be 
p:ofitable foz the vnlearned ſozt,it may in ſhozt time pzenaile ge- 
nerallp : fo: the effec of w2iting conſiſteth not tn the letter,but to 
ſew what is ment by the letter. So that,as there is no thankes 
no2 benifite to be hoped fo2,th the continuaunce of ſuch letters as 
our p:ediceſſo:s vſed : no moze ſhall it offende o2 grieve any rea- 
onable creature linfng, to ſee other letters vſed , than ſuch as hee 
hath learned, no: is any man bounde to the ſhape of this oz that 
letter,but that which is eaſieſt to-be waftten, and beſf gineth the 
Reader the vnderſfanding of the w2iters meaning, and is molſk 
eaſicff tobe taught, to the ignozant ofall letters, that fs to be ac» 
connted the beſf maner of waiting. And therefoze,when the lear- 
ned lozt of all p;ofefſions ſhall le the experience, how ealily, =

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fn what ſhozt time their vnlearned parentes, friendes, andother 
acquaintance which thep haue occaſion to trafick and deale with, 
baue learned to reade,and ſome. peraduenture to waite, after the 
following maner, thep knowe thep map turne their penne to vſe

in ſhozt time.theraſter,it will be generally bſed. Foz ifeuerp one

Foz ſuch as are learned 
in the names of things, bp termes of other languages than their

no doubt but they finde it ſufficient foz thenrſo to vſe the ſame 
names thep haue learned,though vnderſfanding the etymologte 


' andmeaning of ſuch termes by their owne ſpeach,they map well. 


thinke howe it ſhoulde gine the hearers (being- onelp acquainted 
with their mothex tongue) the better Cgnification:of the thing 
wherfoze it is (poken. But it muſt n#des be,that epther blind af- 
fectation in ſome,and nice curioſitic,o2 vaine tmitation in others, 
haue cauſed our p2edecello:s to conſent to certatne fraunge ter» 
mes, when their owne mother ſpeach might much better expzelle 
the quaktie of the thing.(from the mother anwnurſe) to their fucs 


ceſſion. Howbeit, J muſt confeſſe it beagtifieth an D:atozs tale, 


which knoweth whathe ſpeaketh , aid to whom: but it hindercth

Zheſe and ſuch Iike hinderances to the rude,haue 
fo tong continued, as thep are-hard to be refozmed-: And thangh 
the rude doe endeaqur to imitate the:learned, though 1t be to a 
contrarye ſenſe : pet J meruaile howe by any meanes the lyke 
ſhauide come in pzintFſeeing it doth paſſe ſo many handes, as foz 
this wo:de Mcftier ft French, ſignifying a handie craft, J finde 
impainted by the wozhe mierie, ſignifying a wozhe oz cercmos . 
nte, ſounding oz ſhewingone thtitg,andmeaning another, 

:-"Andothers thers:are of farre Weſt , o2 Nozth Countryes, 
which vle differing Engliſh termes from thoſe of the Court,and 
London;where the flawer of the Engliſh tongue is vſed . And if 
ſome ſuch one come to any ged learning, by great continuance, 
and putteth ſome wdzke Mn pint, his-authozitie makcth many a 
ride Engliſh wazde.to be pzinted. And greaty they.are not tp be 
blamed ,bicauſe they thinke they doe foz the beff : fo2 fewe mer 
knowe of diners wozdes ſignifying one thing , which oulde be 
the beſf;,, and molt meete to be pzeferred : creept itbefuch as are 
learned, and thcrewith nurch exerciſed withhearing, ſpeaking, 
and wzfting ofthe beff : as faz theſe wozdes ,: the tone part and 
the tother, who doubtes but it ould be watttery that eps

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and that other, ana ſome willſay:and walte, iny tother,'andthy

to minde what hath bene ſapde foz wozdes ; eucnthelike map be 
as iuſfly fapd of letters:foz thep are miſnamed much from their 
offices and natyres, whereby the deſirous are much the mo2c 
hindered from leaxning to reade,though thep were nenuer ſo wll- 
ling. Foz by the fozmer maner thz maze reaſon a man 02 wo- 
man hath,the latter, and with moze trauaile and paine ſhal he oz 
ſhe learne it,And by this following ozder;the reaſonable will oe- 
lite therein,foz that the epe,the tongue,audthe eareznidp altogl- 
ther finde it to frame with reaſongwhich ts the mother and' rote 
_ &fallſciences and mans-wozkes. Awdby how much reaſon wan- 

teth in any of them,ſo much doe they want of their perfection. As 
fo: example by part of our letters, wherby pou may bnderffand 


the like ofmoſ of the rel&. Foz Þ.,what reaſon is'it tocaliitache 


which.we ſpeake when we would expreſſe the griefeof bzaine, 
flah, oz bone;and ſap and wite,beadeache.4c. where as the na- 
ture andoffice of Þ. ts to ſignifie the onelp putting fo2th 'of the 
b:eath,befoze oz after the pure vopces calide vowels ;. Do as tn 
teaching a reaſonable man, jgnozant of letters,astheyare now 
accuſfomed,and aſke him bolp ſoundeth nh6care(whiehisnow 
taught by ſpelling; whereby they muſi wake that which'ts not 
ginenby the name of the letter to {munde)fh:r4 be will aunſivere 
teacher, fo2 ſo are your letters taughtzag might be thus,te,ache, 
er,which ſoundes tylfly, as pou teach thaſeletters- tobe named, 

But pou will ſay,hemulf what ſpelles, which ſpclling is 
as reaſonable,as to ſap,aWoeodcochez4 @nite;anda Curlue,doe 
make a p:eſent of Godwitteg:yet though they haus all long bils, 
they differ in ſhape and taffe; and onght tokepe fill thetr owne 
names,ſolong as their natarall pzopoztfon is ſeene,and ſo of the 
relf. Jt is a ſophiſficall maner of teaching when the letters apart 
mulk be named in one ſo:t,and betng put togither , in another, if

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fozme them \from their natures and offices, Wherefoze (though 
yowe in the latter dapes;; being better late then neuer) here fol- 
loweth a certain rule wtth demonſtrations, ſo as the firſt b:eath 
o2 ſound, oz both togither,ofthe name of the thing figured vndcr . 
eche letter, is the bzeath oz ſounde , oz both togtther of the letter 
aboue it, with examples theraftcr mdiuers wozdes. Which eue- 
rp one thatis able to read;'may at firſt ſight bnderſfande, and fo 
be able to teachit to others. The eaſe whcrofiis ſuch, that ſo ſwne 
as one is abl2 to name the;xrv.letters perfitly and readily, whecr- 
ſocuer thcp pzeſent themſelues to his epc, ſo ſone ſhall he be as 
ble to reade. Which map be info ſhozt a time, 02 ſho:ter, than he 
ſhallbe able to learne to know.rrv.diuers men,women,and chil- 
dzen(thongh he nener ſaw them befoze) and to name them read(- 
ly and perfitly whereſotuer he tightniefte them. 'And this haue 
J trauayled. foz the behofe of the multitude , wherebp they map 
the better with bokes ( which are- dumbe mailers) which often 
pzeuatle moze than the linelp boyce, comfo:t themlelues, medi- 
tate andrecozdpzaper#meete foz Chaifians, undlearne the bet- 
_ 'terfoobay their Pztnces and Pagtſtrates,which J pzeſent vnto 
my Countrie as a god beginning , firſf tolearne to reade befo:e 
they ſhould learns to waite , fo2 that i ts farremoze readie and 
eaſte. Andas J maye ſe this p:ofite , J ſhall hereafter. by Gods 
grace,framea little inffenaion to teach the beſirous- the beff oz- | 
der andreaſonJ candeuſſe, fo:their furtherance to learneto- | 
weite,whetem beſides the deigonco of the wit and reaſon,which 
ſerneth foz reading, there is further necetrie the vſe-and exer- 
ciſe of thehande.

the doubttul for certain, as bevvitched by Circes inchaunt- 
ments,to vyhich ſort the prouerb may be vvell applied: the 
blynd can iudge no colors. and vvho is blinder than ſuch as 
vvil not {c?Theſe be ſuch as haue bin trained in abuſe,vvher 
yvith their ſences are ſo imbued and intoxicare, as they vvil 
allovy none other maner (be it neuer ſo reſonable, profita- 
ble and certain)than that they haze ben traded in. VVher- 
tore I do dedicate and direct this my trauail to you, vyhich 1 
knovy are belt able to be iudges therof. For laguages vyhich 
ar noyyno longer from the mother to the child, nor of long 
tyme vicd vulgar!y, but taught as it vyer by ſtepmothers & 
{trange nurſes,can not be other than corrupted and aliened 
fro the nature: ſo that the trauayled only in them, vvith this 
our mother tong, are not ſufhicient cenſores in this matter. 
VVhertore thei may do vvel to be patient vnrill they vnder- 
ſtad your opinigs,or ſe vyhat expericce may do therin. And 
alrhough I haue published an Orthographie, teaching the 
true vvriting of our English _ I haue not vntill novve

voyce Haii,or ha, and am periuaded that no nation, doth 
reach it yvith ſolittle reaſon as vve do,and yet vvee are as it 


'yvere drovvned in the errour, vyhich came to our predecei- 


fours in _maner follovving. The French (vvhich the Nor- 
mans in the time of rhe conqueſt ſpake, and is lette in oure 
common lavves at this daye) in teaching their letters, they 
remember their {cholers of certain things, after the order 
of the portraytures novy taughr hereafter, and for the, d, 
they note vng deel,in english a thimble: & tor,h, vn hache 
1m english a hachet. V Vherof it commeth, that our prede- 
ceſſours of long tyme haue abuſcd to call it ache, by igno- 
rance of the inuention,leauing out the firſt h, vyhoſe office 
and qualitic shoulde be as vvell ex preſſed vnto vs, by the na- 
mes of chalke or cheeſe,as by the name of ache, as shall be 
further ſayd in the preface hereafter: And the like reaſon is 
there in teaching the moſt of our letters, and abuſing them 
ſo diuerſly, as it bringeth to the lerner, rather cofuſion than 
help. VVhich I finde as reaſonable,as if a nurſe should take 
in hand to teach a child,to go firſt ypon high patrens or ſtil- 
tes,or vpon a coarde,or on the hath X before he should be 
taughte as the narural{ and reaſonable order is: alledgi 

that vvhen he can go ſo, he shall be the ſurer of foote all his 
life. If our preſent maner of teaching be by experience pro- 
ued to be of lyke reaſon to this, hoyv can it be mayntein=d 
for good?Bur the reaſon of the folovving order js ſuche, as 
the reaſonable from.xij.ro lx. yeares old may vvith caſe and 
pleaſure learne to reade in a very short time, ſome in more, 
ſome leſſe,according'to the naturall diſpofition, vyhiche is 
from.xij. to.xxx more enclined to learne, than euer before 
orafter.and yet one of:lx:and vpvvards,may vvel and eafily 
learne it. It vvould be thought a ſtraunge matter, or a playn 


lye, if Ishoulde vyrite that one yyhich ncuer kneyye letter 
before 
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before, hath vvithin ten houres teaching of ten Cays vviriy- 
out any reprochtull vvord, bin able to reade the laſt fx lea- 
ues of this boke. though peraduenture you may shortly ſee 
the experience of icin a shorter tyme. 

The invention is {uche, as if the figures vvith their let- 
ters,vyer dravyen on the vvalles, pillers,and poſtes of chur- 
ches,tounes and nouſes,they mought muche helpe and fur- 
ther the ignorant of al letters,to atterne to reade in the fo- 
lovving maner,ſo as in cotinuance, the parets and patrons, 
- $hold be able to teach their tamilie,and nurſes the children, 

as vvell as to go and ſpeake. And ſome one ſuch in a houſe, 
as novy can reade our preſent maner, may be able to teach 
it to all the reſt ofthe houſe, cuen the vyhiles their handes 
may be othervyyle vvell occupied, in yvoorking for their li- 
uing, or &thervviſc being idle or fitting by the fyre,vvithour 
any further letor coſt. And though ther may be a maner of 
reformation vvith the figures of our letters accuſtomed, it 
can neuer anſvyere the proportion of our ſpeeche duly, and 
therfore neuer be certain, nor any thing neare fo profitable 
for the ignorant of all letters: and vvould be as ſtrange and 
lothſom to the common learned,as the folovving maner is. 
VVherefore, to bring the commodities before vvritten to 
aſſe, vvhat if there vvere a vyhole croſle royye or a,b,c, de- 
uiſed all of nevyeletters, to helpe ſuche as can not be hol- 
pen by the former, and therby bring them to the ende pre- 
tended, vyhicke is to reade, it can not offende any-reaſona- 
ble man. But as it <hould be moſte vnnaturally and cruelly 
done, for him that knovveth the meanes and order, to hide 
it and keepe it from them : ſo shall it be more ignorantely 
or maliciouſly doone, of them that condemne, taunte, or 
ſpeake euill ofthe thing they knovy not: therby to diſcou- 
rage the vvillyng, and preſumyng to faye, there can be no 
better vvay to the yyood than their fathers left them. 

And further the deſirous VValshe and Irishe, maye be 

muche aduaunced thereby,to the true pronuntiation of our 


ſpeeche , vyhiche vyas neuer before this tyme preſented 
them 
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them: for our preſent maner is as vnfitre to helpe them in 
any vvyle, as the Frenche preſent tmaner of Cacographie, 
is vnfyt to help vs, to the true pronunciation of the french, 
whiche roungs,vvere neuer yvell learned by any ſtraunger, 
excepte it vvere by the lyuely voyce , and that ſeldome if 
it be not in youth : vvhyles the tongue'is molt pliable, and 
the vvitte-molt pregnante and inclined to ſpeeche. And in 
lyke maner, by the ſame certaintie and order,vyec may be 
able to vvrite read and pronouce their ſpeaches,as they do: 
muche better and eaſyer,than by their ovvne maner of vvri- 
tyng : vyhiche vvas neuer nor coulde be doone, by our pre- 
ſent abuſed maner. | 

And for the ſcruple that ſome may haue, that it shoulde 
not be laufull to teache and imprint any other maner, than 
that vyhich is generally receyued, they may _ CEr- 
tified, that it is authoriſed,according to the order of the in- 
wun{tion, that all bookes in the former maner, may alſo be 
imprinted in this maner, Thus you may ſee my vvil is good, 
though my poyver be little, and therfore I doo put you, in 
remembraunce, vvhiche doo acknoyyledge our abule, and 
defire the reformation thereof, to shevve your zeale vnto 
your countrey, and to put your helping handes, to the fur- 
theraunce of ſo greate and good a vvoorke: that the dely- 
rous novy rude, necde not to doubt the yvant of bookes in 
the folloyving maner; for their vic;vvhich is novy their on- 
ly diſcouragyng and ſtay : ſaying, vvhen vvee haue learned 
that (hauing no.more bookes tor oure exerciſe) vvce are 
neuer the better. Bur if there vvere 1umprinted for them,the 
plalter,vvith the order of morning and cuening prayer,and 
the nevy teltainent,there are many a thouſand vvel diſpoſed 
creatures in England, vyold be moſt glad to lerne it: vyhich 
are out of all hope othervviſe, cuer to be able to reade. and 
they and their like,shalbe bounde to pray God,for you and 
your ſuccell1on,to the yyorlds end.
